The cited document 1 describes an invention relating to 
an arrangement that displays a screen for setting photographing 
conditions together with a through image in a standby state for 
taking a picture. 

A technique for selecting a sample image to set 
photographing conditions is well known (for example, refer to 
the cited documents 2 to 4). 

Taking it into consideration that an arrangement itself 
is well known, which displays an image recorded previously and 
a through mage simultaneously for easily setting a composition 
(for example, refer to the cited document 5) , there is not any 
noticeable difficulty in making an arrangement that employs the 
above mentioned technique for setting photographing conditions 
in the invention described in the cited document 1 and displays 
the sample image and through image simultaneously in the standby 
state for taking a picture, thereby allowing a user to select 
a sample image to set photographing conditions.

The cited document 1, in particular, Figs 4 and 5, 
describes an invention relating to an arrangement that displays 
a screen for setting photographing conditions together with a 
through image in a standby state for taking a picture. 

A technique for selecting a sample image to set 
photographing conditions is well known (for example, refer to 
the cited documents 2 to 5 ) . 

Taking it into consideration that an arrangement itself 
is well known in general, which displays an image recorded 
previously and a through mage simultaneously for easily setting 
a composition (for example, refer to the cited document 1, Figs. 
6 and 13, paragraph [0083] ) , there is not any noticeable 
difficulty in making an arrangement that employs the above 
mentioned technique for setting photographing conditions in the 
invention described in the cited document 1 and displays the 
sample image and. through image simultaneously in the standby 
state for taking a picture, thereby allowing a user to select 
a sample image to set photographing conditions. 

Further, since it is well known regardless of conditions 
to be set to make an arrangement that displays contents of the 
set condition over a through image in an overlapping manner for 
a predetermined period, when an arbitrary condition is set, 
thereby allowing a user to confirm the contents of the set 
condition, not disturbing the through image (for example, refer 
to the cited document 6, paragraph [0098], [0099], Fig. 6 and 
the cited document 7, paragraph [0008] ), there is not any

noticeable difficulty in arranging the invention of the cited 
document 1 to such configuration .

With respect, to the following points, the present 
application, in particular, the claims and description of the 
invention, fail to comply with the requirements provided in 
Patent Law, Sections 36(4) (1) and 36(6) (1). 

Reason C 

The inventions as recited in the following claims of the 
present application, should not be granted a patent under Patent 
Law, Section 29 (2), since it could have easily been made by 
a person with ordinary skill in the art to which the invention 
pertains, on the basis of an invention described in a 
distributed publication or made available to the public through 
electric telecommunication lines in Japan or elsewhere prior 
to the filing of the present application. 

Note (Refer to the list of cited documents etc. below) 

1. Reason A 
Claims 1, 6 and 7 
Remarks : 

In claim. 1 is described "second controlling means for 
displaying on the displaying means a sample image different from 
the sample image which is displayed together with the through 
image, when the judging means has determined that the sample 
image is displayed together with the through image". 

In claim 6 is described a "second controlling process 
for displaying on the displaying means a sample image different

from the sample image which is displayed together with the 
through image, when it has been determined in the judging 
process that the sample image is displayed together with the 
through image" . 

In claim 7 is described a "second controlling step for 
displaying on the displaying means a sample image dif ferent from 
the sample image which is displayed together with the through 
image, when it has been determined in the judging step that the 
sample image is displayed together with the through image" . 

But an "arrangement for displayxng on the displaying 
means a sample image different from the sample image" is not 
described or suggested in the description, claims or drawings 
originally attached to the request. 

(If necessary, refer to the original description, paragraph 

[0036], and drawings, Fig. 7, S13 to S15.) 

As described above, it is apparent that the elements 
described in the claims 1, 6 and 7 in the description, claims 
or drawings currently amended are not within the range of the 
matters described in the description, claims or drawings 
originally attached to the request. 

Note that since the "arrangement for displaying on the 
displaying means a sample image different from the sample image" 
is not described or suggested in the description, claims or 
drawings originally attached to the request of the patent 
application No, 2003-45220, wherein the patent application No. 
2003-45220 is the basis for the divisional application, the 
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filing date is not retroactive, but the filing date is the date 
when the request was actually filed. 

2; Reason B 
Claims 1, 6 and 7 
Remarks : 

In claim 1 is described "second display cent rolling means 
for displaying on the displaying means a. sample image different 
from the sample image which is displayed together with the 
through image, when the judging means has determined that the 
sample image is displayed together with the through image" . 

In claim. 6 is described a "second display controlling 
process for displaying on the displaying means a sample image 
different from the sample image which is displayed together with 
the through image, when it has been determined in the judging 
process that the sample image is displayed together with the 
through image" . 

In claim 7 is described a "second display controlling 
step for displaying on the displaying means a sample image 
different from the sample image which is displayed together with 
the through image, when it has been determined in the judging 
step that the sample image is displayed together with the 
through image" . 

But an "arrangement for displaying on the displaying 
means a sample image' different from the sample image" is not 
described in the description, claims or drawings, and therefore 
the inventions described in claims I, 6 and 7 fail to agree with 
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the description, claims or drawings. 

As described above, since the inventions described in 
claims 1, 6 and 7 do not coincide with those described in the 
description, the invention of the present application is not 
described clearly and adequately in the description in such a 
way as to enable a person skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
to make and/or use the invention. 

3. Reason C 

Claims 1 to 7, Cited documents 1 to 8 
Remark : 

Regarding the cited documents 1 to 7 , refer to the remarks 
given in the Notification of Reasons for Refusal dated August 
2, 2006. 

Further, regarding the cited document 8 currently cited, 
refer to paragraphs [0028] to [0032] and Figs . 6 and 7. 

Note that, regarding the "second display controlling 
means" described in claim 1, "second display controlling 
process" described in claim 6, "second display controlling 
step" described in claim 7 , since no particular descript ion on 
these elements is given in the specification, these elements 
are not considered. 

Accordingly, it is perceived easy for a person skilled 
in the art to employ the techniques of the cited documents 2 
to 8 to make the present invention. 
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When another reason for refusal has been found, such 
reason shall be notified separately.
